He Denounces Sumptuary Laws and 
All Attempts to Suppress Free 
Speech-~-Monopolies Also 
Severely Scored.

packages of slander and vituperation 
ace huried at the highest court of the 
Nation because of favoring 
personal rights and freedom of com- 
merce; when upon almost every 
article of food, drink and 
clothing fictituous prices are made 
means of unlawful trusts and com- 
binations; it is time, i say, not only to 
call a halt, but to establish personal 
rights leagues in every school district, 
every county, every State of the Union.

Forecast for the Week In Senate 
and House. 

WASHINGTON, June 29.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The Senate will be 
occupied with appropriation bills the 
greater part of the week, and the Tariff 
Bill will go over until next week. Of 
the general business, the bill for the 
admission of Idaho bas the first place, 
and the River and Harbor Bill comes 
next. The Senate will be likely to ad- 
journ from Thursday until Monday, 
and members of the House expect the 
same, although this is not definitely 
decided. 

In the House the Silver Bill confer- 
ence report may come up this week, 
but may be deferred. The Election Bill 
still has precedence.

“QUEER” MONEY. 


UNSIGNED BANK NOTES IN THIS 
CITY. 


Attempt to Pass a $10 Bill on a Bar- 
keeper Saturday Night—The 
Character of the Note Dis- 
covered in Time. 


On Friday morning Tue TiMEs pub- 
lished in its telegraphic columns a dis- 
patch from Denver, Colo., to the effect 
that a number of unsigned bank notes 
had been floated in that city, and that 
a number of firms had been victim- 
ized, six of the unsigned notes being 
thrown out in one bunch by one of the 
banks there. The notes are of de- 
nomination of $10 each, and are drawn 
on the Market National Bank of Cin- 
cinnati. The treasury number is E9793E, 
bank note 3642, series of 1882, and are 
genuine notes, and regular in every 
respect, except that they do not bear 
the signatures of the president and 

cashier of the bank from which they 
are issued. The man who passed the 
notes had about three thousand dol- 
lars in these bills when last seen, and 
in one day over three. hundred dollars 
of the money was offered at ate vari- 
erally read, and 

persons who handled pet closel 

scrutinized all currency that was of- 
fered. Saturday night a well dressed 
man wentinto the Eintracht saloon, 
on about 10 oO clock, 
ter ordering a drink, 
threw out a new $10 note in payment. 
The barkee K had read the item, and 
when the bill was thrown out, in place 
of ut once handing the change in re- 
turn, began to examine the bill, which 
was found to be without the signa- 
tures of the president and cashier. 
The barkeeper then took the bill over 
to a party of gentlemen who were sit- 
ting ata table | playing cards, and they 
at once told him to reject it. The bar- 
keeper then handed it back to the 
man, who appeared to be surprised 
that the bill did not o, and with the 
remark that it was singular, as be had 
got it at one of the banks here, put it 
in his pocket, and after paying for his 
drink with silver coin, left the saloon. 

The matter was afterward reported 
atthe police station, but so far noth- 
ing has been discovered. The bar- 
keeper did not notice the name of the 
bank on which the bill was drawn, so 
itis not known whether they are the 
same as those worked off at Denver or 
not. It was also stated yesterday that 
an attempt was made to pass an un- 
signed $5 note at the Vienna bakery 
several days ago, but that it was dis- 
covered and rejected. 

Persons handling money cannot be

The new Broadway market-house, 
built by Maj. E. W. Jones and Hervey 
Lindley, will be formally ope 
night with interesting and appropriate 
exercises. The large and handsome 
structure near the corner of Broadway 
and Sixth street is now nearly com- 
pleted, and its opening will mark a 
new era iu the history of producers in 
Los Angeles county. Under one roof 
producers will be enabled to dispose of 
their products, and the wants of con- 
sumers will be more easily and con- 
veniently supplied. The enterprise is 
one that, while of a priyate nature, 
will be a valuable one to Los Angeles. 

It was inaugurated last November 
by Maj. Jones and Mr. Lindley, and 
has been steadily pushed forward by 
them to the present time. The idea of 
the building was of a dual nature, to 
make a commodious and convenient 
market-house, easy of access to all 
parts of the city, and provide a per- 
manent home for the Seventh Regiment 
of the National Guard. It was also 
designed to connect the old st. Vincent 
building with the new building by 
means of a bridge, so that the two 
8 will be practically one. All 
this has been done, and toda 
buildings comprise a groun 
ment of 27,500 square feet. The new 
building covers 21,000 square feet, and 
the old building 6500 square feet. The 
building complete will cost about 
$50,000, and is supplied with all modern 
conveniences. 

The plans ofthe new building were 
made by Robert B. Young, and the 
contractors are Mackey " Skninner. 
The building is enticaly ofiron, brick 
and stone, and in a general way, is one 
of the most substantial and conven- 
iently arranged building in the city. 

It is partly a two-story and tly a 
three-story building, and the Reventh 
Regiment occupies the entire upper 
part. Here they have a magnificient 
drill hall, billiard-room, company 
rooms, regimental and brigade head- 
quarter apartments, and will have a 
home that cannot be excelled anywhere 
for comfort and convenience. They 
will have their formal opening in the 
future,the exercises tonight being those 
of the market-house proper. The drill 
hall has dimensions of -90x125 feet and 
has convenient galleries runnin 
around the sides for the convenience 

spectators.. The floors will be polished 
and it will be a superb dancing hall. 

The market-house has a concrete 
floor, and has every convenience that 
could be suggested by experience.

Briefly stated, the measure provides 
for graded pensions of $6 to $12 per 
month in certain cases, according to 
the degree of disability. Widows are 
to receive $8 a month where the death 
of the husband is not the result of 
casualty, and $12 a month where it 
proved the result of casualty. The 
pension of dependent parents is the 
same as under the old law, the num- 
ber deriving benefit bei ng increased.

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syndicats agricoles have been formed, 
which are rapidly developing into com- 
binations of coéperative associations 
for the sale of their own products, as 
well as the resale of what they pur- 
chase. Chambers of Agriculture and 
trade unions are beginning to 


use their power politically for the | ers 


protection and advancement of the in- 
terests of their members. The most 
complete account of the origin, con- | 
stitution, object, amd operation of 
these associations yet published in the 
English language has recently been 
issued by the American Department of 
Agriculture. There are said to be now 
three hundred and seventy of these 
associations in France, with a mem- 
bership of about three hundred and 
eighty thousand. The business done 
was to the value of over a hundred 
and fifty million francs. The cost of 
membership is very small — usually 
only two or three francs a year, and 
only one franc in some cases. It is 
stated that savings of prices of fertil- 
izers and other farm necessaries to 
members have amounted, in some 
cases, to as much as thirty per cent. 
besides the securing of the best quality. 

While the advantageous purchase of 
manures, seeds, implements and so 
forth was the first object of the agri- 
cultural syndicates, it is by no means 
the only object. The syndicates differ 
considerably in the direction of their 
efforts, in accordance with the needs 
of the prevailing. branches of agricul- 
ture in the several departments and 
commuues, Thecorn-growers, breeders 
and graziers, vine-growers, and the 
producers of beets for sugar, have vary- 
ing interests to conserve and promote, 
each of which is served by the associa- 
tions devoted to it. The direct sale of 
farm produce to consumers has become 
a prominent object with some syndi- 
cates, and will probably before long 
be undertaken by them all. Agricul- 
tural education, conferences and dis- 
cussions, fleld experiments, trials of 
implements and machines, improve- 
ments in the breeding of live stock, 
the publication of agricultural inform- 
ation, and the destruction of noxious 
insects and vegetable parasites, are 
taken in hand by many of the societies. 
Among the latest developments or pro- 
posals are assistance to members in 
the selection of manures for various 
crops and solls, seeds and implements; 
the establishment of credit societies, 
insurance societies and benefit clubs; 
and relief in cases of damage to crops 
or loss of live stock. Even such a 
benefit as help in the work of members 
during illness, particularly valuable to 
small cultivators, is not beyond the 
scope of operations in some instances. 

It is worthy of note that the presi- 
dent of the union of.Byndicates at u 
recent meeting strongly denounced 
the treaties of commerce, which will 
expire in 1892, and declaimed against 
their renewal. He also said that his 
union was strongly impressed with the 
need of fiscal reform in France. 

There is a lesson in these associa- 
tions of French agriculturists which 
the tillers of the soil in this country 
might with advantage heed. In some 
sections of the United States there 
has already been a strong move in 
this direction, but the American as- 
sociations appear to be devoting them- 
selves rather too exclusively to political 
matters. 


CLIMATIC CON 


— 


It is cold yet up in the Maine woods. 
Two Connecticut sportsmen who have 
just returned report snowdrifts two or 
three feet deep in sheltered places in 
the forests, and so cold that fishing in 
the lakes has been backward. In the 
Mississippi Valley it is hot. The pres- 
ent period of continued high tempera- 
ture there is unprecedented for June. 
Beginning with Tuesday, June 20th, 
when the temperature was 10 above 
normal, it has gradually risen till the 
26th and 27th to nearly 20° above. The 
maximum temperature for the past 
eight days has exceeded the highest 
ever known for an equal period in 
June. The cause for this abnormal 
condition has been the uniform high 
pressure in the gulf region, with al- 
most stationary low-pressure area in 
the Northwest. In Southern Califor- 
nia the weather has remained normal, 
which means it has been good. No 
hot waves, no cold waves. Warm sun- 
shine and cool breezes by day, and 
nights just right for refreshing slum- 
ber have been the enviable lot’ of 
Southern Californians so far this sea- 
son. Not a single death, not a single 
case of sickness from excessive heat 
has been reported in this section. 
What other country can boast of such 
climatic advantages?

THE INDIAN PROBLEM. 


Education the Factor by Which It 
Will Be Solved. 


Horatio N. Bush, an old Indian 
Agent, who is now residing at Colton, 
in talking over the late Apache out- 
break in Arizona, made the following 
statement the other day, which will be 
of interest to many: 

In 1886 the hostile Apaches under 
Geronimo were captured by the United 
States * after a chase of many 
months, ‘heir children, who were 
with them, were perhaps as unfortun- 
ate a group as we have any record of. 
Whatever education they had -was 
acquired from their savage, degraded 
parents and associates while upon the 
warpath. When the party reached 
Florida as prisoners the children were 
sent to the Indian training-school at 
Carlisle, Pa., under, the successful 
management of Capt. R. H. Pratt. 
‘They were photographed as they ar- 
rived. Just four months later they 
were photographed again. 

That our eitizens may see what civ- 
ilization can do for the most degraded 


_ savages, 1 have placed in several prom- 


ineut show windows in this city copies 
of each picture, and I invite all citizens 
to stop and examinethem. My object 
in doing this is to call attention to the

efforts now being made by the United 
States Government to civilize and edu- 
cate the Indian. having learned 
experience that it is r to dé 
than to kill him with pow and ball. 
I will not here discuss this as a moral 
or political question. 
The Indian is among us, & 
some factor that must soon ab- 
sorbed into our body politic. Alread 
many of them are voters, and all will. 
~ ne Does it not become us to 
them, as well as our white 

ulatio on, to secure a common school | 
edueation? We give to every foreigner 
who will become a citizen 160 acres of 
land and the benefit of our common 
school. Surely, we otight to do as 
much forthe Indian. The Government 
training-schools of today endeavor to 
give the Indian an English education, 
with a practical knowledge of th 6 
domestic arts and such use of tools as 


to find ready employment as a skilled 
laborer. 

„He must be able to do something 
useful to enable him to find employ 
ment in the crowded labor market. He 
must have such an education as will 
enable lifm to be self-supporting, or he 
will immediately join the great army 


who bave had an education but have 
gone back to their blankets and 
ging for aliving. In this State we all 
eel the need of a better class of la- 
borers in 

utilize what we have. 

from five to ten thousand Indians in 
this State for whom the Government 
has done almost nothing. About 20 
— cent. of this number are of school 


We have eleven Indian schools in 
Southern California. 

“The Commissioner of Indian Af- 
fairs intends to establish in Southern 
California an Indian training-school 
during the present year. This effort 
will tend to improve this ciass of our 
people, and the missionary shouid 
second the school teacher. I ask your 
thoughtful attention to this subject. 

“This work needs the sympathy and 
codperation of all good citizens. Again, 
I urge you to call and examine the

good Indians are dead ones.”’
